Marks  Bat  Mitzvah: 


first  in  Leningrad 


The  first  known  Bat  Mitz- 
vah ceremony  in  Leningrad 
was  celebrated  recently  by 
thirteen  year  old  Ann  Cogan. 
The  ceremony,  attended  by  37 
friends  and  relatives  in  the 
Cogan  apartment,  was 
described  in  a letter  from  her 
mother,  Sophie  Cogan  to 
members  of  the  Union  of 
Councils  for  Soviet  Jews. 

“When  we  first  began  to 
prepare  the  Bat  Mitzvah,  we 
learned  that  we  had  no  infor- 
mation how  to  do  it.  Old  peo- 
ple knew  only  how  to  do  Bar 
Mitzvah... Nobody  here  has 
celebrated  a Bat  Mitzvah,  so 
we  decided  to  make  it  as  we 
imagined...  First  we  prepared 
a film. ..with  different 
moments  of  Ann’s  life  against 
a background  of  Jewish 
music.” 

At  the  ceremony  Ann 
discussed  a portion  of  the 
Torah  dealing  with  the  giving 
of  charity.  Her  father,  Izaak 
Cogan,  explained  the 


significance  of  Ann’s  Hebrew 
name,  Hannah,  and  her 
mother  spoke  about  why  in 
Jewish  tradition  children  come 
of  age  so  early. 

The  party  which  followed 
was  full  of  singing  and  danc- 
ing. Sophie  Cogan  related, 
“Izaak  presented  Ann  with  a 
hifge  honeycake  on  which  was 
written  ‘mazel  tov’  and  a 
‘magen  david’...  He  read 
aloud  her  Bat  Mitzvah  cer- 
tificate which  stated  that  Ann 
can  now  bake  challah,  light 
candles  and  had  worked  to 
repair  the  Leningrad  mikva.” 

The  Bat  Mitzvah  party 
lasted  for  five  hours  and 
generated  much  interest. 

The  Cogan  family  has  been 
waiting  for  a visa  to  Israel 
since  1974.  Izaak  Cogan  work- 
ed as  an  electronics  engineer 
before  their  application,  and 
since  being  fired  from  that 
position,  has  worked  as  a 
laborer.  His  wife,  Sophie,  is 
trained  as  a dentist.

Expresses  views  on 
Israeli  elections 


“If  Rabin  insists  on  remain- 
ing on  the  Labor  Party’s  elec- 
toral list,  it  will  be  a prescrip- 
tion for  political  suicide”. 
Thus  Jerusalem  Post  Editor 
and  Managing  Director,  Ari 
Rath,  opened  a discussion  on 
the  forthcoming  Israeli  elec- 
tions. The  personal  animosity 
— the  recriminations  and 
‘mudslinging’  of  the  last  three 
months  — that  exists  between 
these  two  men  has  “gone 
beyond  anything  tolerable, 
even  in  the  Middle  East”, 
Rath  added. 

With  a Peres  led  Labor 
Alignment  government  seem- 
ing more  probable,  it  will  be 
important  for  the  campaign  to 
mend  the  deep  rift  in  the 
Labour  Party  caused  by  the 
antagonisms  between  Shimon 
Peres  and  Yitzhak  Rabin. 
Peres,  as  Israel’s  eighth  prime 
minister,  will  form  a Cabinet 
that  includes  Rabin  sup- 
porters, but  it  is  unlikely  that 
Rabin  himself  will  be  asked  to 
serve  in  that  Cabinet. 

Polls  exaggerated 

Rath,  on  a brief  stopover  in 
Ottawa  during  a hectic,  North 
American  promotion  of  the 
Jerusalem  Post’s  International 
Edition,  believes  that  the  poll 
predictions  of  an  “absolute 
majority”  for  the  Labor  Par- 
ty, if  the  elections  were  held 
now,  are  “an  exaggeration”. 
Even  those  disillusioned  with 
the  Likud  performance  would 
hesitate  to  give  Labour  such 
powerful  control  of  the  120 
seat  Knesset.  It  certainly  ap- 
pears that  Labor  will  capture 
more  seats  than  it  held  prior  to 
1977,  especially  if  it  regains 
‘votes  lost  to  various  splinter 
groups,  like  Professor 'Yigal 
Yadin’s  now  defunct 
Democratic  Movement  for 
Change,  but  it  is  improbable 
that  even  a reunited  strong 
party  could  wrest  more  than 
48-50  votes  from  so  divided  an 
electorate. 

Presence  aggravates 

Rabin’s  continued  presence 
will  aggravate  the  party  fac- 
tions and  fragment  the  elec- 
toral vote.  It  is  no  secret  that 
the  Jerusalem  Post,  along  with 
various  Rabin  friends  are 
pressuring  him  to  step  down. 
“It  is  simply  a pragmatic 
move,”  Rath  explained. 
“While  we  are  not  openly  en- 
thusiastic about  Peres,  Rabin 
has  shown  himself  not  to  be 
the  best  of  team  leaders.  A 
man  who  can  be  so  driven  by 
pure  personal  hatred  cannot 
be  trusted”. 

How  receptive  will  Egypt  be 
to  the  resumption  of  peace 
talks  with  a reactivated  Labor 
Alignment?  Very,  says  Rath. 
Even  now  there  is  considerable 
co-operation  between  Sadat’s

government,  and  the  Labor 
leadership.  A recent  three  man 
Labor  party  delegation  to 
Egypt,  led  by  Peres,  met  with 
President  Sadat  and  then  at- 
tended a day’s  symposium, 
held  under  the  auspices  of  Oc- 
tober magazine.  The  discus- 
sions were  seen,  by  the  Egyp- 
tian press  to  be  one  of  the 
more  encouraging,  more  open 
minded  developments  to  come 
out  of  the  past  year  and  a 
half's  stalemate.  A Labor 
Alignment,  supported  by,  for 
example,  Ezer  Weizman  and 
the  breakaway  group  he  is 
organizing,  could  reopen  a 
dialogue  and  get  the  talks  back 
on  the  tracks,  with  a more 
moderate  approach.  The 
Likud’s  ideological  problems 
make  any  real  progress  unlike- 
ly. 

Jordanian  option 

Rath,  like  President  Sadat, 
rejects  the  “talked  to  death” 
Jordanian  option  for  the  pre- 
sent. Sadat  would  prefer  to 
reach  agreement  with  Israel, 
with  American  assistance,  on  a 
formula  for  autonomy  that 
both  countries  can  live  with 
and  then  present  a text  to  King 
Hussein  for  further  discussion 
with  the  Jordanians  and 
Palestinians.  Sadat,  as  wary  of 
an  independent  Palestinian 
state  in  Gaza  or  the  West  Bank 
as  Hussein  is,  is  even  more 
watchful  of  his  own  position 
as  peacemaker  in  the  Middle 
East.  Sadat  does  not  want 
Hussein  to  jump  into  the 
bandwagon  he  created.  It  is 
really  a question  of  timing,  not 
of  principle,  Rath  commented. 


The  Judea-Samaria  set- 
tlements erected  with  such 
urgency  by  the  Likud  may  well 
present  a critical  problem  for 
the  next  government.  “There 
is  likely  to  be  a vociferous  and 
possibly  even  violent  minority 
who  will  fight  to  keep  the  set- 
tlements viable”  said  Rath. 
Whether  these  settlements  are 
maintained  or  dismantled  will 
depend  upon  what  is  in  the 
balance.  Rath’s  personal  feel- 
ing is  that  if  the  price  of  com- 
plete renunciation  of  all  acts 
of  terror  and  universal  peace 
with  the  Palestinians  is  the 
dismantling  of  one  or  two  set- 
tlements, it  would  become  a 
necessary  consideration  for 
the  next  Knesset. 

Rath,  who  has  been  with  the 
Jerusalem  Post  since  1958, 
said  that  the  Egyptians  now 
receive  700  copies  of  the 
English  language  daily,  130  of 
which  go  to  government  of- 
ficials. “Even  when  we  are 
critical  of  Egypt,  our  opinions 
are  well  respected”  he  said. 

The  International  Edition,  a 
weekly  synopsis  of  events  in 
Israel,  reached  45,000  readers 
in  80  countries;  one  of  the 
most  difficult  to  reach  regular- 
ly is  Canada.  The  erratic 
Canadian  postal  system  often 
means  a two-three  week  delay 
between  the  air  freighted 
weekly  arrival  in  Montreal  and 
its  delivery  into  subscribers’ 
homes.  “If  only  a Peres 
government  could  do 
something  about  that  pro- 
blem” Rath  quipped  before 
heading  off  for  briefings  with 
senior  Canadian  officials.

On  Sunday,  January  25,  the  also  acted  as  a catalyst  for 
galvanizing  interest  in  ana 
support  for  the  campaign. 

The  current  terms  of 
reference  define  the  role  of  the 
Women’s  Committee  as 
follows* 

“To  provide  a focus  for  the 
presidents  of  women’s 
organizations,  and  to  com- 
municate, share  mutual  con- 
cerns and  be  strengthened  in 
their  efforts  for  the  common 
good;  to  maintain  a communi- 
ty calendar;  to  conduct  educa- 
tional and  action-oriented  pro- 
grams which  direct  attention 
to  local,  national  and  interna- 
tional Jewish  concerns;  to  pro- 
vide opportunities  for  mean- 
ingful exchange  for  communal 
and  organizational  leadership; 
to  initiate  projects  to  serve  the 
entire  community;  to  conduct 
programs  of  leadership  train- 
ing and  self-improvement  with 
a view  to  improving  the  quali- 
ty of  Jewish  life  in  Ottawa; 
and  to  work  in  co-operation 
with  the  organizations,  agen- 
cies, institutions  and  in- 
vidivuals  which  comprise  the 
Jewish  Community  of  Ottawa. 
Survey  of  the  Field 
All  central  Jewish  com- 
munity organizations  in  North 
America  have  similar  struc- 
tures. There  are  Women’s 
Federations,  Women’s  Divi- 
sions or  Women’s  Commit- 
tees. These  terms  are  inter- 
changeable. All  basically 
define  their  purposes  as 
follows: 

a)  To  educate,  enrich,  commit 
and  involve  Jewish  women  in 
productive  community  work 
in  order  to  elevate  the  quality 
of  Jewish  life. 

b)  to  assume  a major  role  in 
enhancing  the  policies  and 
projects  of  the  Jewish  Federa- 
tion or  Jewish  Community 
Council. 

c)  to  develop  and  maintain  ef- 
fective leadership  amongst 
Jewish  women  for  the  enrich- 
ment of  the  total  community. 

d)  to  maintain  liaison  with  all 
Jewish  women’s  organiztions 


Women’s  Committee  of  the 
Vaad  is  holding  a conference 
on  the  topic  of 
“Volunteerism.”  Of  all 
aspects  of  community  life, 
that  subject  is  perhaps  the 
most  crucial.  No  charitable, 
social  or  religious  organization 
can  exist  without  volunteers 
for  they  perceive  the  needs  and 
have  the  willingness  to 
dedicate  their  time  and  energy 
to  helping  others.  Without 
volunteers,  the  community 
organization  would  be  another 
business  or  governmental 
organization  which  lacks  the 
“humanity”  so  vital  to  our 
work. 

Under  the  chairmanship  of 
such  women  as  Dorothy  Alex- 
andor,  Sibyl  Mirsky,  Bertha 
Palmer,  Simone  Goldberg, 
Dorothy  Nadolny  and  now 
Lisa  Cogan,  the  Women’s 
Committee  had  developed  a 
spirit  of  volunteerism  which  is 
the  lifeblood  of  our  communi- 
ty. At  the  January  12  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  meeting  of 
the  Vaad,  a resolution  was 
passed  for  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  the 
January  28  meeting,  to  rename 
the  Women’s  Committee,  the 
Women’s  Federation.  The  ra- 
tionale for  this  change  is  con- 
tained in  a report  prepared  by 
Lisa  Cogan  which  follows: 

Origin 

The  Women’s  Committee 
traces  its  beginnings  to  the 
very  inception  of  the  Vaad  in 
1934.  The  Constitution 
adopted  at  that  time  calls  for 
the  establishment  of  “a  ladies’ 
organizations  committee” 
whose  terms  of  reference  were 
defined  as  follows: 

“A  Ladies’  Organizations 
Committee  shall  be  set  up, 
composed  of  the  women 
members  of  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir, 
to  act  as  the  ladies  auxiliary  of 
the  Vaad  Ha’Ir.” 

The  records  are  pretty  sket- 
chy for  that  period  but  enough 
exists  to  indicate  that  the 
“ladies’  committee’  dealt  with 
a communal  calendar,  solved 
conflicts  in  dates  which  arose 
from  time  to  time,  and  acted 
as  the  hostess  for  the  Vaad 
whenever  receptions  and  din- 
ners .of  a community-wide 
nature  were  undertaken. 

Expansion  of  Program 
Over  the  years  the  mandate 
of  the  ladies’  committee  was 
broadened  beyond  the  original 
purposes  which  were  held  to 
be  valid.  More  specifically,  the 
committee  began  to  look  at 
gaps  in  leadership  develop- 
ment, service  and  education 
and  a number  of  courses, 
seminars  and  community 
forums  were  arranged  in  co- 
operation with  various 
organizations.  With  the 
emergence  of  the  Women’s 
Division  of  United  Jewish  Ap- 
peal, the  Women’s  Committee 


in  the  community  in  order  to 
strengthen  inter-community 
relations  and  solve  mutual 
problems. 

e)  to  conduct  or  promote  the 
Women’s  Division  of  the 
United  Jewish  Appeal  through 
which  the  health,  education 
and  welfare  needs  of  the 
Jewish  community  are  met. 
Ottawa  Perspectives  for  the 
Future. 

Recognizing  the  changing 
role  of  women  in  the  com- 
munity and  the  importance  of 
their  contribution  to  the 
welfare  of  community  life,  the 
current  leadership  believes 
that  steps  should  be  taken  to 
strengthen  the  committee  and 
intensify  the  educational  com- 
ponent. 

To  that  end,  the  following 
program  goals  for  1980-81  are 
submitted  for  consideration: 

1.  At  least  one  Woman’s  Com- 
munity Conference. 

2.  A revitalized  Shalom- 
Welcome  Service. 

3.  A more  effective  Communi- 
ty Calendar. 

4.  Publication  of  the  Calendar 
in  the  Bulletin. 

5.  Development  of  closer 
linkages  with  the  Women’s 
Division  of  United  Jewish  Ap- 
peal. 

6.  Joint  sponsorship  with 
United  Jewish  Appeal  of 
neighborhood  gatherings  for 
educational  purposes. 

7.  At  least  three  committee 
meetings  during  the  year.

The  other  day,  I was  telling  someone  close  to  the  cam- 
paign that  I thought  the  average  donor  has  only  a vague 
idea  about  the  amounts  we  distribute  to  our  local,  na- 
tional and  overseas  beneficiaries  from  the  proceeds  of 
the  United  Jewish  Appeal  each  year. 

He  seemed  surprised.  “We  go  to  great  lengths,”  he 
said,  “to  list  the  agencies  and  describe  their  programs  in 
our  Bulletin  before  each  campaign  and  to  publish  the 
figures  each  of  them  receive  after  it  is  over.  Don’t  peo- 
ple read?” 

I countered  by  asking  him  if  he  could  tell  me  how  the 
government  spent  his  tax  dollars  last  year.  He  had  some 
general  idea,  of  course,  but  could  not  give  me  anything 
specific.  That  may  be  acceptable  when  it  comes  to  the 
government,  but  frankly,  it  isn’t  good  enough  for 
U.J.A.  The  lesson  for  us  is  that  if  we  want  people  to 
pitch  in  and  carry  their  share  of  the  load,  they  have  to  be 
better  informed. 

I have  a lot  of  faith  in  people,  especially  my  own. 
Most  will  do  the  right  thing  if  they  know  the  facts.  I 
don’t  blame  anyone  but  it  certainly  looks  as  if  we  have 
to  beef  up  our  information  system  and  do  it  in  a way 
which  will  make  the  case. 

Let  me  remind  you  what  happened  in  1980.  We  need- 
ed $2.5  million.  We  got  $2.22  million.  After  allowing 
for  campign  expenses,  the  proceeds  were  divided  as 
follows: 

United  Israel  Appeal  53.0% 

National  services  provided  by  Jewish  Immigrant  Aid, 
Canadian  Jewish  Congress,  Council  of  Jewish  Federa- 
tions and  others  6.5% 

Local  educational,  social  welfare  and  recreational  pro- 
grams for  members  of  the  Jewish  Community  and  their 
families  38.0% 

Accumulated  debt  retirement.  2.5% 

100.0% 

Subsequent  columns  will  zero  in  on  each  agency. 

The  $200,000.  shortfall  we  experienced  will  hurt 
because  it  means  a cut  in  programs  or  supplementary 
funding.  Neither  is  very  appealing.  We  will  have  to  do 
better  in  1981  leaving  aside  the  whole  question  of  in- 
creased costs  due  to  inflation. 

It  will  not  be  easy.  We  have  no  taxing  powers  but  we 
do  have  a deep-rooted  conviction  that  we  Jews  must 
stand  together  if  we  are  to  survive  as  a people  here  and 
in  Israel.  When  the  time  comes  for  you  to  make  your 
1981  pledge,  I hope  your  contribution  will  be  equal  to 
the  task.

30th  Anniversary  Souvenir  Book  Campaign 


In  commemoration  of  thirty  years  of  service  to  the  Jewish 
Community  of  Ottawa,  the  Centre  will  produce  a Souvenir 
Book  containing  a historical  review  of  its  eventful  first  thirty 
years,  for  distribution  to  the  entire  Jewish  Community  of  Ot- 
tawa and  Canadian  Jewish  leaders,  libraries  and  institutions 
across  the  country. 

A committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Morley  Goldfield, 
the  Centre’s  financial  chairman,  has  been  struck  and  work 
has  already  commenced  on  the  project.
